New York, August 8.—Governor 
William Sulzer, of New York, was 
nearly $50,000 In debt as the result of 
Stock market speculations at the time 
of his nomination, and uned-contribu- 
tions to his campaign fund to make 
additional purchases of stock while 
this debt was hanging over him, ac- 
cording to testimony adduced today at 
the hearings of the Frawley commit- 
tee of the legislature. 

The evidence brought to light !s suf- 
ficient, according to Senator Frawley, 
Chairman of the committee, to war- 
Fant proceedings to Impeach the gov- 
ernor for violation of the corrupt prac- 
tices actx_ The committee closed {ts 
hearings H¥re today to consider what 
action should be taken. A decision ts 
expect by Monday. 

The vernor, according to the 
dence, had dealings with three 
ferent stock exchange firms and 
Baved from being sold out hy one 
by L. N. Josephthal, a Wall street 
banker, and a member of the gov- 
ernor's staff as naval reserve aide. 
Josephthal, it was brought out, paid 
@ debit balance of $26,739 still stand- 
ing against the account on July 15 
last. This was after the governor had 
Yecelved repeated calls for more mar- 
gin.

Used Campaign Funds. 

The governors transactions with the 
other firms were for cash. and {t was 
in connection with one of these that 
Governor Sulzer. according to the ev!- 
dence, used campaign contributions. 

Arranged chronologically, the test{- 
Mony appeared to show that on Janu- 
@ry 1, 1912, there stood on the books 
ef the stock exchange firm of Harris 
& Fuller an indebtedness of $48.599 
against the purchase by Governor Sul- 
ger of 600 shares of “Big Four," 200 
shares American Smelting and Refin- 
Ing company and 100 shares of South- 
ern Pacific. This testimony was given 
by Melville B, Fuller, a member of the 
firm who on Wednesday had refused 
to anawer the questions of the com- 


mittee. Before testifying today his 
counsel announced that the governor 
had agreed that "Mr, Fuller's lips 


should be unsealed.” 

There were no other purchases of 
stock recorded on this account, accord- 
ing to the witness, unt!l December 5, 
1912, when the governor bought 100 
shares of “Big Four," making 600 In 
all. On December 11 the firm, accord- 
ing to a letter produced by the wit- 
ness, made !ts frat call upon the gov- 
ernor for more margin. The books 
showed that on November 18 previous 
the governor had pald in $10,000 
against the account, and that on De- 
cember 16, apparently In response to 
the call for margin, he paid in $6,000 
more. 

During Governors Campaign. 

In October of the same year the evi- 
dence {ndicated that Frederick Cc 
well, the governor's alleged ‘dummy 
purchased from Boyer, Griswold & Co., 
300 shares of “Big Four” railroad 
stock outright at 60, for $12,025, the 
$26 representing commission. This 
was at the height of Mr. Sulzer's cam- 
paign for the governorship and trans- 
eripts from the firm's books showed the 
stock bought on October 16 was paid 
for partly {n checks, at least two of 
which were identified in the testimony 
as Sulzer campaign contributions. 
There were seven checks in all, and 
the others are charged by Eugene L. 
Richards, counsel for the committee, 
gs having been also campaign checks.

Dockyard of Solid Rock. 


(From The London Globe.) 

The New South Wales government dock- 
yard on Cockatoo island, in Sydney harbor. 
is hewn out of solid rock. Historically 
Cockatoo island is of much Interest, as it 
was the site of a large prison in the days 
when British convicts were deported to Aus- 
tralia. Tha present offices on the Island are 
in the old prison buildings, the stone walls, 
barred windows and fron-doored cells being 


still {n evidence. The formation of the 
island was originally quite unsultable for a 
dockyard, as the sold rock rose sheer from 
the water to a helght of 60 to 70 feet. By 


using convict labor, however, the rock was 
gradually cut back, first to permit the build- 
ing of graving docks and to make 
room for building slips and shops near water 
level. The work has been continued until 
al present two-thirds of the total area of 
33 acres has been brought to a practically 
unifurm level of about 15 feet above high 
tide.

The Marshal of the Turtles.

Recently A. L. Keller, of New Madrid 
county. shipped into Parma from Tallipoosa 
$5 turtles, aggregating 780 pounds. They 
will be reshipped to domestic markets and 
made into turtle soup.

Keller ties a plece of 
red flannel rag around the turtle’s neck 
and points him up the street toward the 
depot. Then he gives him a shove and hol- 
lers, "Beat it!” The turtle lights out and 
the string behind obediently follows the 
flannel rag. When the odd caravan reaches 
the flat car the bull turtle eyes Keller as if 
asking If he has performed his work aright 
and then turns around slowly and wanders 
back to the breeding grounds. 


An Author’s Income Tax. 

Matthew Arnold once had to protest 
against an income tax assessment, and did 
so in person. On December 4, 1870, Arnold 
wrote to his mother: "My interview with 
the [ncome tax commissioners the other day, 
who had assessed my profits at £1,000 
($5,000) a year, on the plea that I was a 
Most distinguished literary man, my works 
mentioned everywhere, and must have a 
wide circulation, would have amused you

There has always been considerable dis- 
cussion among Biblical scholars as to the lo- 
cation of Calvary, the place where Christ was 
crucified, and their opinions vary consider- 
ably. The location was undoubtedly outside 
of the city of Jerusalem, but near it and was 
probably near a high road, for we are told 
that it was “a site visible afar off." The spot 
fs generally known as Golgotha and four 
Teasons have been suggested for the name. 

One of these Is that it was a place where 
skulls were to be found; but this seems to 
have been improbable. Another was that the 
“hill" was skullshaped. This ts a popular 
modern view. Against it may be urged that 
there is no evidence that Golgotha was a hill 
atall <A third is that the name Is due to an 
anctent and probably pre-Christian tradition 
that the skull] of Adam was found there. And 
the fourth, and a highly probable theory, is 
that the legend*of the skull of Adam and 
even the n@eme Golgotha have their origin in 
the “Capitolium™ of Aelia Capitolina, which 
stood on the sité-mow occupled by the Church 
of the Sepulcher. » 

Of the many pmoposed sites for Golgotha 
or Calvary it may e briefly said that there 
ig no side of the city Which has not been sug- 
gested by some authority for “the place of 
the skull; but pYactically speaking there 
are only two worth considering, the tradi- 
tional site and the “green hill” or “Gordon's 
Calvary."" The traditional site, included in 
the Church of the Sepulcher and in close 
proximity to the tomb itself, has a contin- 
uous tradition attached to it from the days 
of Constantine. 

In favor of this site it may be argued with 
great plausibllity that It is very unlikely 
that all tradition of a spot so important in 
the eyes of Christians should have been lost, 
even allowing al] vicissitudes that the city 
passed through between the crucifixion and 
the days of Constantine. 

With regard to the “green hill’ outside 
of the Damascus gate, which has had so 
much support in some quarters, its claims 
are based upon the four presuppositions that 
Golgotha was shaped like a skull, that the 
present skull-shaped hil] had such an ap- 
pearance at the time of the Crucifixion, that 
the ancient road and wall ran as they do to- 
Gay, and that the Crucifixion was near the 
“place of stoning.” 

It is beyond doubt that the Calvary we 
have been considering is the same as that of 
the middle ages, but is it correct to identify 
it with that of the Gospets? It has long been 
far within the clty walls. But did the city 
wall which has inclosed it for so many cen- 
turies inclose it when Christ was crucified?

Where Pins Go To. 


(From An8wers.) 

For many years the world has been baf- 
fled by the problem of where the pins go 
that are turned out in millions of millions 
by the pin factories. 

But the problem seems to have been soly- 
ed at last. A Paris scientist, Dr, Xavier, 
has been experimenting on pins, hair pins, 
and needles by the simple process of watch- 


ing a few. He states that they practically 
disappear into thin air by changing into 
ferrous oxide, a brown rust that is soon 


blown away in dust. 

An ordinary hairpin took only 154 days 
to blow away. A steel nib lasted just under 
fifteen months. A common pin took elgh- 
teen months to vanish. <A polished needle 
defied the ravages of the atmosphcre long- 
est, taking two and a half years to disap- 
pear. 

So the reason why the world is not foot 
deep in the pins tt buys is, it seems, ex- 
actly the same which makes an iron sur- 
face scale off when exposed for a long time 
to the atmosphere without the protection of 
paint

Seem to leave no room for doubt. Now, it is 
not easy to see how these. the chief repre- 
sentatives of an apologetical age. could have 
Overlooked the above difficulty advanced by 
modern writers, especially when simple pil- 
grims are known to have anticipated it. The 
spirit of investigation had awakened in the 
church long years previous to them. and the 
accredited custodians of the tradition, the 
Jerusalem community. had been ruled by « 
continuous succession of bishops since Apos- 
tolic times. Under these circumstances, our 
first available witness tells us that a re- 
semblance of the site had actually been 
transmitted. As a@ telling testimony te the 
confidence they merit herein, it need only be 
remarked that of sixteen modern charts of 
the Holy City collected by Zimmermann only 
four place Golgotha within the second or 
outermost wall in the time of Christ. 

The most popular of several sites propos- 
ed is that of Otto Thenius. better known as 
Gordon's Calvary and styled by the latter 
“Skull Hill” because of Its shape. Conder Is 
the chief supporter of this view. This site 
is the elevation over Jeremiah's Grotto, not 
far from the Damascus Gate. In default of 
any historic basis, and owing to the insuf- 
ficiency of the Gospe] data—which may he 
verified equally well on elther side of the 
clty—upholders of the new theories usually 
| take for granted one or other of the follow- 
ing statements: That Christ should have 
been immolated north of the altar, llke tha 
typical victims; that Calvary was a place of 
public execution; that the place reserved for 
erucifixion, if there was one, was identical 
with a presumed stoning place: that a mod- 
ern Hebrew tradition as to a fixed stoning 
place could be substantiated In the time of 
| Christ, and that the violent mob to which 
; Christ was dellvered would have conformed 
| to whatever custom was prescribed for the 
occasion. These affirmations all bear the 
mark of fitness. but until documents are pro- 
cured to confirm them they must tnevitably 
fall short as proofs of acts.

San Francisco, August §.—There was 
a large attendance at the Diggs-Cami- 
netti trial today, but those who expect-! 
ed sensational disclosures in _ the! 
“white slave” case were disappointed.

Present prosecution under the Mann 
act of Maury Diggs and Drew Caml- 
netti, who, the government charges, 
transported the girls to Reno for tm- 
moral purposes. 

Witnesses today established noth- 
ing new or vital to the case. A Pull- 
man conductor “thought” he recog-! 
nized Diggs as the man from whom 
he had taken tickets for four on the 
morning of March 10 between Sacra- 
mento and Reno, and to whom he had 
sold a sleeping car stateroom, 

The porter of the car remembered 
that a party of four had occupied the} 
Stateroom and he was positive that he 
had been adequately tipped, but he 
could not swear to an identification of 
elther Diggs or Caminetti. 

A hotel clerk at Reno swore that he 
saw both the defendants register un- 
der assumed names at his hotel with 
two young wornen ag men and wives. 
G. O. Johnson, a lumberman, had taken 
a @rink of lemcnade with the two girla 
at Reno. A grocer's deliveryman had 
carried orders to the bungalow after 
accepting them from Diggs. 

The presence of the four at Reno was 
established by their arrest.
